In reporting the monitoring data, the discharger shall arrange
the data in tabular form so that the date, the constituents,
and the concentrations are readily discernible. The data shall
be summarized in such a manner to illustrate clearly the com-
pliance with waste discharge requirements.

For every item where the requirements are not met, the discharger
shall submit a statement of the actions undertaken or proposed

which will bring the discharge into full compliance with require-
ments at the earliest time and submit a tlmetable for correctlon.

By January 30 of each year, the dlsvharger shall submit an
annual report to the regional board. The report shall contain
both tabular and graphical summaries of the monitoring data
obtained during the previous year. In addition, the discharger
shall discuss the compliance record and the corrective actions
taken or planned which may be needed to bring the discharge
into full compliance with the waste discharge requirements.

b. The interception, treatment, and transport
of reclaimed waters to the extremities of
the estuary for augmentation of freshwater
flows or to areas of water reuse.

d. - Reanoval of toxic and biostimulatory
substances from all discharges.

By July 1, 1971, following a public hearing, the State
Board intends to adopt an Interim Water Quality
Management Plan for the San Francisco Bay Basin. It
is intended that this plan will specifically implenent
the concepts outlined in 6 above.

The existing system is such that Kaiser Gypsum should
be able to comply with the requirements, except for
the specification for maximum temperature differential.

The State Board has notified the discharger and
interested persons of its intent to revise the waste
discharge regquirements and has given the opportunity
for comment on the proposed order.

The State Board in a public meeting heard and considered
comments pertaining to the discharge.

IT IS HEREBY ORDERED, Kaiser Gypsum Company, Inc., shall comply
with the following:

A. Discharge Specifications

The undiluted discharge shall not contain constituents
in excess of the following limits:

Settleable Matter ml/1 - 1.0
Grease mg/1 - 10

The mean daily flow shall not exceed 0.5 mgd for the
latest 30-day period.

The discharge shall not have a pH less than 6.5 nor
greater than 8.5.
